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Hospital files bankruptcy 

CEO Mullins says move won't affect services to patients 


The changing face of rural healthcare in recent 
years has put a host of rural community hospitals 
in financial dire straits, and the Clinton County 
Hospital has now joined the growing list of small 
facilities to feel the effects of the financial crisis. 

J.D. Mullins, Chief Executive Officer of the 
Clinton County Hospital, told the Clinton County 
News last week that the local facility in west 
Albany has, in fact, filed bankruptcy. 

The bankruptcy filing comes some six years after 
a rebuilding project was completed that basically 
placed an entire new facility on the location. 

The $14.7 million addition resulted in a three- 
story facility that brought state of the art health 
care to Albany and Clinton County in the offering 
of new diagnostic and treatment equipment as well 
as surgical and patient stay areas. 


Formerly a 46,000 square foot facility, the 2008 
project resulted in an additional 55,000 square feet 
being built onto the local facility located near the 
western Albany City Limits on Hwy. 1590. 

The building of the new facility was financed 
through the United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA). 

Mullins stressed last week in his statement that 
the bankruptcy filing in no way meant that the 
Clinton County Hospital was closing and he went 
on to say that as far as patient care was concerned, 
the general public should see no changes in how 
the facility was operated. 

“When the idea of a new hospital facility was 
first proposed, no one could have foreseen the 
condition of healthcare today,” Mullins said in a 
prepared statement that he hand-delivered to the 


Clinton County News last week. 

The CEO also added that during the entire 
process of conducting a feasibility study, 
architectural planning and design, loan acquisition 
and construction, everyone involved believed 
the building of a new hospital was a positive and 
achievable goal for this community. 

“Six years after opening the new facility, 
Clinton County Hospital is filing a Chapter 11 
bankruptcy notice,” Mullins said. “We are not 
closing. This is a process we must go through in 
order to restructure our corporate debt.” 

Mullins, in his statement and brief conversation 
with the Clinton County News, placed much 
of the blame for the Clinton County Hospital’s

Murder trial for Byler, 
Thompson set for April 

Another trial date has been scheduled for two Clinton County 
residents charged with murder in the death of Jimmy Sidwell, Jr., 19, 
also of Albany that occurred a year ago. 

During motion hour last Thursday, October 9 in Clinton Circuit 
Court, Judge David L. Williams set aside a week—April 27 through 
May 1, 2015—for the trial of Michael E. Thompson and Andrea By¬ 
ler, with a pretrial conference being scheduled for December 11 in 
the case. Judge Williams also sustained a motion in both cases to take 
the deposition of the medical examiner. 

Byler is charged with murder and two counts of tampering with 
physical evidence, while Thompson is charged with murder, one 
count of tampering with physical evidence and one count of robbery. 

Kentucky State Police arrested both defendants last October 27 
and charged them in connection with Sid well’s murder. 

The victim, who police believe was killed elsewhere and his body

Pyles murder case waived 
to Pickett Grand Jury 

The man accused of a double-homicide in neighboring Pickett 
County, Tennessee in late July will apparently have his case heard by 
a Pickett County Grand Jury. 

Joshua Pyles, 34, of Monticello, appeared in court in Overton 
County last Wednesday, October 8 for a preliminary hearing. 

According to circuit court officials from that county, Pyles waived 
his rights for formal arraignment with the case being waived to the 
Pickett County Grand Jury. That jury isn’t expected to hear evidence 
presented until it convene on January 5, 2015 and, if an indictment is 
returned, it will not be announced until January 7. 

According to recent published reports, Pyles, through his attorney 
Laura Sebers, was apparently seeking a change of venue to have 
proceedings moved outside of Pickett County. 

In a motion filed by Sebers, she noted the change of venue was 
needed “due to undue excitement against the defendant in Pickett 
County and due to the unfair and inflammatory publicity and the 
general hostilities toward the defendant from local authorities,”

Tonda Thompson, an MIT (Mathematics Intervention Teacher) at Albany Elementary in Clinton 
County, was one of seven recipients of the NKU (Northern Kentucky University) Trailblazer Award for 
Mathematics Education during a presentation by NKU President Mearns on September 29 in Somerset, 
Kentucky. 

“The Trailblazer Award is recognition of those citizens throughout the state who are changing lives 
through new and innovative education programs,” shares NKU President Geoffrey S. Mearns. “With im- 
^proved math skills.. .Kentucky’s children will be better prepared 

to meet the demands of this century.” 

Throughout the past eight years, Thompson has implemented 
new research-based tools and strategies with more than 300 stu¬ 
dents, helping them to forge brighter futures as they become more 
successful with mathematics and more confident in their capabili¬ 
ties as learners. 

Dr. Sabra Albertson, Ph.D. who completed her doctoral dis¬ 
sertation in March 2013, focused her research on the effectiveness 
of the mathematics intervention services provided to first grade 
students by Tonda Thompson. Albertson found “that students who 
receive Math Recovery intervention make mathematics gains dur¬ 
ing their intervention year and those gains are sustained through¬ 
out the end of their second grade year.” 

Albany Elementary Principal, Tim Armstrong, declared 
Thompson was deserving of recognition as she is also always at 
the ready to help colleagues. Armstrong said, “There have been 
many occasions where Ms. Tonda had gone in and modeled strat¬ 
egies she has learned. Some teachers have shared their frustra¬ 
tions teaching certain concepts and Ms. Tonda would go in the 
class and model specific strategies.”

Storm last week produced 
confirmed EF1 tornado 



A weather system that produced several strong thunderstorms and reports of high velocity winds also 
apparently produced at least one tornado in Clinton County last Monday night. 

According to the Louisville office of the National Weather Service, the incident occurred at 6:13 p.m. 
Monday in the northwest comer of Clinton County, near Lake Cumberland. 

The affected area is near the Clinton and Russell County boundary and in the vicinity of Grider Hill 
Dock and Wolf Creek Dam. 

No damage to either of those locations was reported, however. 

According to the NWS, the affected area included a path that was 2.3 miles long and some 150 yards 
wide and included several snapped and uprooted trees that were found in a “skipping pattern” over the 

path of the tornado. 


This map, issued last week by the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice office in Louisville, shows the short path that the agency 
says was affected by an EF1 tornado that touched down when 
a storm system moved across Clinton County last Monday 
evening. 


The report also noted that the only 
non-tree damage that occurred was to 
several utility poles on the west side of 
U.S. 127. 

It was also noted that a couple travel¬ 
ing in a vehicle on U.S. 127 were unable 
to continue their route when trees fell 
across the highway in front and behind 
them, forcing them to wait until road 
crews removed the trees from the road¬ 


way. 

The NWS estimated that damage 
amounted to about $3,000 in monetary 
value. 

In all, the tornodo event lasted just 
about four minutes, and was rated as an 
EF1 on the Enhanced Fujita Scale with 
likely wind speeds of 105 miles per hour. 

The EF1 rating is the second weak¬ 
est on the scale that ranges from an EF0 
with wind speeds between 65 to 85 miles 
per hour, to the strongest rating of EF5 
which involves winds that are in excess 
of 200 miles per hour.. 

The NWS also noted in the report that 
the agency had provided an 11 minute 
lead time to the storm, noting that a Tor¬ 
nado Warning for the storm had been is¬ 
sued some 11 minutes before the tornado 
touched down. 


City council meeting includes 


tour of new firehouse facility 


Albany City Council held its monthly meeting 
last Tuesday, October 7 with all council members 
on hand for the half-hour meeting. 

Albany Mayor Nicky Smith first told the coun¬ 
cil that a couple of areas in the city limits were 
in the process of being cleaned up and later refer¬ 
enced another area that is somewhat of an eyesore 
in east Albany may be turned over to the city at¬ 
torney for possible future action. 

There was nothing new under project updates 
but the mayor did say a couple of pieces of equip¬ 
ment had been ordered with one being installed 
already in the Bald Rock area, a location that has 
been experiencing low water pressure. Mayor 
Smith said the piece of equipment that has been 
installed has seemed to help with the pressure 
problems. 

Albany Fire Chief Robert Roeper then ad¬ 
dressed the council, thanking them for the accom¬ 
plishments it had made without raising city taxes, 
including the addition of the new Albany Fire Sta¬ 
tion. The new facility is expected to be complete 
and ready for occupancy within the next couple of 
weeks. 

Roeper also invited the council members to tour 
the almost completed facility, which the mayor and 
council members did after adjourning the business 
portion of the meeting. 

Councilman James “Smitty” Smith also ques¬ 
tioned Roeper as to whether or not the new station 
may help lower home owner insurance. However, 
the fire chief noted that would have to be done af¬ 
ter an ISO re-evaluation but added about the only 
way rates could be reduced any lower is if the fire 
department were to become full-time or if the city 
had two or more stations. 

The council also voted to close off the usual 
streets downtown for this weekend’s Foothills Fes¬ 
tival and also voted to close off the usual streets on 
Halloween evening to allow people who wanted to 


pass out treats to youngsters at a central location to 
have an area to do so. 

Halloween will also again be recognized as a 
memorial to the late Aleigha Duvall, a child who 
was killed in a pedestrian/traffic accident while 
trick-or-treating two years ago. Following that 
tragedy, the city, via ordinance, recognized that 
memorial observation. 

Police Chief Ernest Guffey also announced that 
the trick-or-treat hours in the city on Halloween 
night would once again be between 5 and 8 p.m. 

On a motion by Councilman Smith, the city 
adopted a policy on Body Worn Cameras used by 
the Albany Police Department. A separate article 
on the BWC, including the policy in its entirety, 
will be published in a future issue of the Clinton 
County News. 

In September, Officer Ricky Marcum gave a 
brief demonstration on the BWCs to the council, 
which voted at that time to purchase a total of six 
of the cameras, which is worn on the person of an 
officer while they are on duty. 

Councilwoman Tonya Thrasher then thanked 
those people who volunteered to help during the 
second annual downtown cleanup day that was 
held October 4 and Councilman Tony Delk asked 
everyone at the meeting to keep fellow coun¬ 
cil member Steve Lawson in their thoughts and 
prayers. Lawson, who was recently diagnosed 
with cancer, underwent surgery this past Monday, 
October 13 in Cookeville. 

Prior to adjourning, the council held a five-min¬ 
ute closed session on personnel but took no action 
upon returning to open session. 

Due to the next regular meeting falling on elec¬ 
tion day, the council voted to cancel that meeting 
and hold a special call meeting instead on Monday, 
November 10 at 5 p.m. at city hall. The meeting is 
open to the public.

financially strapped situation 
on the facilities dependency of 
Medicare and Medicaid patients 
and payments. 

“Over 80 percent of our busi¬ 
ness is Medicare and Medicaid. 
Medicare’s payment policies in 
addition to the cuts required by 
sequestration have reduced our 
income substantially,” Mullins 
explained. “Medicaid is now be¬ 
ing operated by several Health 
Management Organizations. 


These companies’ polices have 
restricted access to the hospital’s 
services and reduced our reim¬ 
bursement even more.” 

He said that the noted changes 
had resulted in a detrimental ef¬ 
fect on the hospital’s finances 
making it unable for the facility 
to be able to make loan payments 
to the USD A according to the 
current loan terms while at the 
same time being able to pay other 
vendors and meet the payroll ob¬ 
ligations for the employees at the 
hospital. 

The financial crunch that has 
resulted has already had a nega¬ 
tive result on the normal day 
to day operations with Mullins 
pointing out several changes that 


had been made prior to the bank¬ 
ruptcy filing. 

“We have already cut ex¬ 
penses as much as possible with¬ 
out sacrificing patient care and 
safety,” Mullins said. “We have 
had to eliminate several posi¬ 
tions and our remaining person¬ 
nel have been forced to do more 
with less.” 

Still, the CEO said that the 
facility will continue to remain 
open and will continue to serve 
the healthcare needs of this com¬ 
munity. 

“This in no way chang¬ 
es or eliminates any service 
that we currently offer at the 
hospital,’’Mullins said. “ The 
Emergency Department will still 


be open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. Surgeries will still 
be performed, mammograms and 
CTs will still be done and pa¬ 
tients will still be admitted and 
discharged.” 

Mullins stressed that the 
bankruptcy process to reorganize 
the debt structure for the hospital 
would not result in any changes 
surrounding the daily operations 
of the facility. 

“During this process, I en¬ 
courage this community to sup¬ 
port Clinton County Hospital as 
they always have,” Mullins said. 
“We look forward to many years 
of continued service to Clin¬ 
ton County and the surrounding 
area.”

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A Wayne County man has 
been arrested and charged with 
producing and distributing child 
pornography after officials allege 
he sent an undercover officer 
photos of a girl. 

Brandon Lynn Jones, 30, of 
Foster Mountain Road, was ar¬ 
rested on Friday, September 26 


by FBI agents at his residence. 
According to an article in the 
Lexington Herald-Leader, po¬ 
lice moved quickly to make the 
arrest after Jones allegedly told 
an undercover officer that he was 
about to use a four-year-old girl 
to make pornographic images. 

The investigation began Sep¬ 
tember 24, when an officer with 
the FBI Task Force in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. made contact with 
Jones through an internal email 
system on Craigslist, according 
to the article. The officer was 
posing as a man willing to use 
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an eight-year-old girl for illegal 
purposes. 

An affidavit filed in the case 
states that Jones told the officer 
he would like to meet another 
man like himself. He also gave 
the man instructions on how to 
have sex with a child. 

Officers allege that Jones also 
sent three explicit photos of an 
underage girl. Jones allegedly 
told the undercover officer that 
he would use the child to make 
pornographic images the next 
day to share. 

The article noted the police 
made an emergency request to 
Craigslist for information to 
track down the email being used 
to send messages, then used other 
data bases to find Jones’ address. 

FBI agents stated that when 
Jones answered the door of his 
residence on September 26, 
he threw his phone behind the 
couch. Officers said that furni¬ 
ture and other items in the living 
area matched the scene of the 
images that Jones had sent to the 
undercover officer. 

Jones appeared in federal 
court on Monday, September 29, 
where a judge ordered that he 
remain in custody. He is lodged 
in the Laurel County Detention 
Center. 


The second man accused of 
stealing several thousand pounds 
of copper from Belden has en¬ 
tered a guilty plea to amended 
charges. 

Jimmy Pruitt appeared in 
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Wayne Circuit Court on Wednes¬ 
day, October 1 and entered guilty 
pleas to 42 counts of theft by 
unlawful taking over $500, one 
count of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument second degree 
and two counts of forgery second 
degree. One count of engaging in 
organized crime was dismissed 
under the plea agreement. 

The charges represent two dif¬ 
ferent indictments against Jimmy 
Pruitt. The first indictment, re¬ 
turned in March 2014, included 
one count of theft by unlawful 
taking over $10,000 and one 
count of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument second degree. 

The first indictment was re¬ 
turned after an incident in Febru¬ 
ary 2014 which resulted in Jim¬ 
my Pruitt and Christopher Pruitt 
being arrested in possession of 
approximately 15,000 pounds 
of copper wire stolen from the 
Monticello Belden plant, accord¬ 
ing to police. That prompted the 
investigation which resulted in 
the second indictments. 

The second indictment was 
returned in May and included 40 
counts of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing over $10,000, two counts of 
forgery second degree and one 
count of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing over $500. Those charges 
stemmed from an investigation 
by the Monticello Police Depart¬ 
ment which revealed a series of 
41 copper wire thefts from the 
Monticello Belden plant and 
four from the now closed plant 
in Tompkinsville, beginning in 
2004 and ending in February 
2014. 

Christopher Pruitt entered a 
plea agreement with the Com¬ 
monwealth after a hearing in 
Wayne Circuit Court on Septem¬ 
ber 22 and received a total sen¬ 
tence of 10 years. 

That is the same sentence also 
set for Jimmy Pruitt, according 
to the plea agreement filed in the 
case. A sentence of five years 
each was recommended for the 
charges of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing and criminal possession of a 
forged instrument second degree. 
The sentences are to run concur¬ 
rent for a total sentence of five 
years to serve. 

The sentence set for charges in 
the second indictment were five 
years on each of the 41 counts 
of theft by unlawful taking over 
$500 and five years on the two 
counts of forgery second degree. 
The sentences will run concur¬ 
rent for a total of five years. 

The sentences from both sets 
of charges will run consecutive 
for a total of 10 years. Jimmy 
Pruitt will be required to pay 
restitution, which will be set by a 
separate restitution order. Under 
the agreement, he will forfeit all 
cash property seized. 

Formal sentencing has been 
set for October 29 in Wayne Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 



A special session of the Put¬ 
nam County Grand Jury indicted 
a man and a woman of Cookev¬ 
ille on rape charges last week. 

Percy Lewis Sisco was indict¬ 
ed on six counts of rape and four 
counts of rape of a child. Kathy 
Ann Sisco was indicted on four 
counts of rape. 

According to the incident re¬ 
port, Deputy Gabriel Frizzell 
and Deputy Jeremy Nash of the 
Putnam County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment arrested Perry Sisco, 44, at 
DACCO on Hwy. 111. Sgt. Tony 
Branch and Nash of the Putnam 
County Sheriff’s Department ar¬ 
rested Kathy Sisco, 43, at an ad¬ 
dress on Sheep Bluff Road. They 
were both served with a criminal 
court pickup indictment. 

Bond for Perry Sisco was set 
at $350,000 and bond for Kathy 
Sisco was set at $250,000. Both 
Perry Sisco and Kathy Sisco are 
scheduled to be in court on Nov. 
18. 


The Baxter Fire Department 
has now gotten the green light 
from the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen to start a child car seat 
installation program in the city. 

“Properly installed child re¬ 
straint systems can reduce the 
possibility of fatal injury (in a 
wreck) by 71 percent to infants 
— that’s 0 to one year of age — 
and up to 54 percent reduction to 
children between the ages of one 
and 14,” said Adam Brown, car 
seat installation tech and Baxter 
firefighter. 


“With that being said, ap¬ 
proximately 73 percent of car 
seats that are roaming around 
the world today are installed in¬ 
correctly. Meaning that they’re 
either installed in the vehicle 
incorrectly or the child is posi¬ 
tioned in the seat incorrectly.” 

Once the program is set up, 
people will be able to bring by 
a car seat and have a technician 
evaluate the type of seat, type of 
car and the height/weight of the 
child. The technician will then 
be able to install the car seat or 
check to make sure an existing 
seat is properly installed — and 
make sure the adult can properly 
install that seat when the need 
arises. 

“It’s an education process. 
When they leave our facility, 
hopefully they’ll understand how 
that car seat is installed and why 
it’s installed.” 

Afterward, car seat owners 
can also sign up to be notified if 
their particular brand of car seat 
is ever recalled for safety issues. 

Brown is currently the only 
Baxter firefighter certified with 
40 hours of training as well as re¬ 
certification every two years for 
the last seven years. 

However, as the program 
grows, he said that others could 
be certified very easily and 
cheaply. 

“The cost is very minimal, if 
at all, to get people certified to be 
car seat technicians,” he said. 

The Board of Mayor and Al¬ 
dermen unanimously voted to 
begin the car seat program as 
soon as possible. 



A settlement has been reached 
in a 2013 lawsuit brought by two 
local brothers and their children 
against the county, two local 
agencies and a local utility. This 
resulted in an agreed settlement 
of $17,500 to be divided among 
the plaintiffs and their attorney. 

Livingston Enterprise readers 
may remember that in the sum¬ 
mer of 2013, John Meadows, a 
local attorney, filed a suit on be¬ 
half of Douglas Ledbetter and his 
minor child and David Ledbetter 
and his minor child. The suit 
named the Fire Chiefs Associa¬ 
tion of Overton County, Upper 
Cumberland Electric Member¬ 
ship Corporation (UCEMC), 
Overton/Pickett E-911 and 
Overton County as plaintiffs and 
sought to recover compensation 
for damages to a small portion of 
land belonging to the Ledbetter 
family. 

In the spring of 2012, Douglas 
Ledbetter, according to the suit, 
was asked by the Fire Chiefs 
Association to consider sell¬ 
ing a portion of his property on 
Gullet Mountain to build a new 
structure for the Overton/Pickett 
E-911. The two brothers, accord¬ 
ing to the suit, offered to sell a 
three-quarter acre tract across 
the road from the existing E-911 
building, but, ultimately that sale 
never materialized. 

Instead, according to the suit, 
in April 2012, the Fire Chiefs 
Association bought a small tract 
of land from another landown¬ 
er who had land adjoining the 
building property. The suit said 
that in order to access that prop¬ 
erty, they had to cross the Led¬ 
better’s land. 

The suit said the Ledbetter 
brothers believe one or more of 
the agencies asked UCEMC to 
cut and remove timber from their 
land in order to run electricity to 
the new tower. 

In August 2012, according 
to the suit complaint, Douglas 
Ledbetter discovered timber had 
been cut and removed. He also 
learned that the Overton County 
Highway Department had bull¬ 
dozed a road across the property 
leading to the communications 
tower. All of this, according to 
the suit, was done without land- 
owner permission. 

On July 29, 2014, Chancel¬ 
lor Ronald Thurman facilitated 
a settlement with all parties in¬ 
volved. 

The settlement states that a to¬ 
tal sum of $17,500 is to be paid 
to the Ledbetter brothers, the two 
minors involved and their attor¬ 
ney. The Fire Chiefs Association 
of Overton County was to pay 
$12,500, UCEMC was to pay 
$4,500, and Overton County was 
to pay $500. 


It was argued that Meadows 
would receive $4,250 in attor¬ 
ney’s fees and expenses. Doug¬ 
las and David Ledbetter each are 
to receive $3,187, as are the two 
minor children involved. Doug¬ 
las and David Ledbetter are also 
to receive $500 for discretionary 
costs in this matter. 


The decision on whether or 
not Scooter’s Biker Bar in the 
Hardy’s Chapel Community of 
Overton County will continue 
to be allowed to sell alcohol will 
have to wait another day...or pos¬ 
sibly even longer. 

Members of the Overton 
County Beer Board met recently 
and held a hearing about continu¬ 
ing the beer permit for Scooter’s. 
Overton County Attorney Lillie 
Ann Sells gave the background 
for the meeting, passing around 
a letter from former Sheriff W.B. 
Melton, who was sheriff at the 
time, requesting a hearing with 
the board and asked they con¬ 
sider revoking the beer permit 
for Scooter’s, which many may 
know is also the location for the 
Junebug Boogie that is held an¬ 
nually. 

Herbert Clark, owner of 
Scooter’s, was present, along 
with his attorney, Richard Brooks 
of Carthage. Brooks began by 
putting a time constraint on the 
meeting, stating he must leave no 
later than 7 p.m. citing medical 
reasons, which would allow two 
hours of testimony and question¬ 
ing since the meeting began at 5 
p.m. True to his word, Brooks re¬ 
quested for the meeting to end as 
it neared seven o’clock. 

And although the hearing had 
not wrapped up, several law en¬ 
forcement personnel were able 
to give testimony regarding the 
matter during the allotted time. 

Brooks began by asking ques¬ 
tions of Melton, who cited re¬ 
quests and tips from citizens for 
roadblocks to be held in the area 
and a subsequent investigation 
at the bar. Melton contacted Jeff 
Slayton, who is with the Cum¬ 
berland County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment and also a member of the 
13th Judicial Drug Task Force 
and Middle Tennessee Drug Task 
Force, about alleged illegal sales 
and liquor sales at the bar. 

Slayton was involved with 
an investigation at the bar on 
November 1, 2013, the night of 
a Halloween party, and agents 
Jason Elmore and Danny Stone, 
who work with the 13th Judicial 
Drug Task Force and also the 
Cumberland County Sheriff’s 
Department, accompanied him. 

Slayton testified he witnessed 
what was believed to be liquor, 
Jagermeister, along with Red 
Bull, sold to one of the agents 
for $16. He also testified he wit¬ 
nessed women in various states 
of undress while inside the bar, 
along with witnessing a woman 
with what was believed to be 
alcohol in syringes who was 
distributing them to patrons. He 
stated he was offered marijuana 
and moonshine but did not pur¬ 
chase them. 

Elmore and Stone also tes¬ 
tified, with Elmore stating he 
witnessed a pill transaction at 
the bar but did not see money 
exchanged, moonshine being of¬ 
fered to patrons outside by a per¬ 
son dressed as a Leprechaun, and 
a woman showing her private 
area as patrons took pictures and 
video. Elmore said he returned on 
December 20, 2013 for what ap¬ 
peared to be a Christmas party at 
the bar. At that time he witnessed 
no one showing identification, li¬ 
quor bottles on the counter, and a 
possible underage girl, who was 
reportedly “with her mom.” 

Stone also testified about 
women in states of undress and 
a woman dressed as a nurse with 
alcohol syringes. He said the 
woman “gave him a shot,” and 
he knew it to be liquor. He stated 
no money was exchanged for it. 

Last to testify on the night was 
Shawn Millikin, who also works 
with the Cumberland County 
Sheriff’s Department and with 
the 13th Judicial Task Force. 
Millikin stated he was present 
during what he believed to be a 
Christmas party on December 
20, 2013 at the bar and witnessed 
liquor shots being transported to 
the bar. 

At the end of Millikin’s testi¬ 
mony, three other witnesses, who 
had been subpoenaed to testify, 
including two from the Tennes¬ 
see Alcohol and Beverage Com¬ 
mission, were asked to return at a 
later date to give their testimony. 

The meeting was adjourned 
and was scheduled to continue 
last Tuesday night, October 7.

They are low in calories, fat and sodium, 
cholesterol free and a great source of fiber. Apples also contain phy¬ 
tochemicals that may help prevent many chronic diseases including 
cancer, heart disease, asthma and diabetes. 

The United States is home to more than 2,500 varieties of apples. 
Several of those are grown in Kentucky, including Red Delicious, 
Rome, Winesap, Gala, Jonathan, Cortland and Golden Delicious. 
You can get Kentucky-grown apples at orchards, farmers markets 
and some grocery stores across the state. Look for the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s Kentucky Proud label when shopping. 

When selecting apples, look for firm, crisp and colorful fruit. 
Avoid apples with shriveled skins, bruises, worm holes or decayed 
spots. Apples last longer in your refrigerator, either in the crisper 
drawer or in an unsealed plastic bag. You can leave apples out on the 
counter for a few days, but an extensive period of time at room tem¬ 
perature will cause apples to shrivel and lose flavor and crispness. 
Store apples separately from vegetables, because apples naturally 
release small amounts of ethylene gas that can damage lettuce and 
other produce. 

Here’s a recipe from the Kentucky Proud program that incorpo¬ 
rates apples: 


Bone-in Pork Chops with Apples and Onions 

Ingredients: 

2 Kentucky Proud pork chops, bone-in 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 Kentucky Proud apple, sliced 
1 Kentucky Proud onion, sliced 
1 cup chicken stock or apple cider, to deglaze 
1 tablespoon butter, optional 


Directions: 

1. Pat the pork chops dry with paper towels, and season well 
with salt and pepper. 

2. In a large skillet on high heat, heat olive oil and brown the 
pork chops well, about 3 to 4 minutes per side. At this point, the pork 
chops will be well browned, but not cooked all the way through. 

3. Transfer chops to a separate platter. 

4. Add the apple and onion to the pan, and cook until softened 
and nicely caramelized. 

5. Add chicken stock or apple cider, and scrape food morsels 
from the surface of the pan. 

6. Nestle the pork chops back into the pan, and bring the mixture 
to a simmer. Simmer until pork chops are cooked through and season 
with salt and pepper. 

7. Add butter to the sauce at the last minute for extra richness, 
if desired.

The board then took up its 
regular business, including ap¬ 
proving minutes from two pre¬ 
vious special meetings; voted 
to approve between meeting 
disbursements and voted to pay 
claims and bills. 

Several leaves of absence 
were also approved, including: 
leave without pay to Lisa Savage 
through January 1; leave without 
pay to Shirley Williams through 
October 8, 2015; leave without 
pay to Teresa Tarter through May 
1, 2015; medical leave for Patty 
Crouch through October 20; and 
a medical leave for Wanda Mul¬ 
lins from September 3 through 
September 19, 2014. 

Finance Director Mike Reeves 
gave his monthly finance report, 
telling the board there was a 
stable balance in the district and 
also noted that Food Service 
participation was up thusfar and 
showing a positive financial out¬ 
look for the program. 

Under personnel report, there 
was only one listing, that being 
Sara Pence hired as substitute 
teacher at the Early Childhood 
Center. 

The board then approved the 
annual District Staffing Docu¬ 
ment, which lists all certified and 
classified positions currently es¬ 
tablished by the board. 

They then approved shortened 
school days for some students 
with disabilities at each school, 
including for one student at the 
ECC, two at Albany Elementary, 
two at the middle school and one 
at the high school. 

The board then approved the 
annual activity fund budgets 
that had been presented by each 
of the schools for the 2014-15 
school year. 

They adopted the Superinten¬ 
dent Growth and Effective Sys¬ 
tem (SPGES) for both the 2014- 
15 and 2015-16 school years, as 
recommended by the Kentucky 
Department of Education. Su¬ 
perintendent Bernard said the 
SPGES was a pilot program and 
an instrument now used for the 
board to evaluate the superinten¬ 
dent’s performance. 

The next item passed by a split 
vote, that being to enter into an 
agreement with Cobb-Ventress, 
Inc. for the purpose of In-Lieu of 
Tax Payment the company would 
pay the amount of $22,037.00 
annually for 15 years. The com¬ 
pany is in the process of con¬ 
structing a new feed processing 
facility just west of Albany. 

Finance Director Reeves not¬ 
ed that the annual payments for 
the 15 year period represented 
the number of years on the bond 
the company has and noted that if 
tax rates change, or for example, 
increase in a tax year, the amount 
Cobb-Ventress would pay over 
the current $22,037 would in¬ 
crease accordingly. In other 
words, if there were to be a two 
percent tax increase in the future, 
the aforementioned total paid by 
the company would also increase 
by that amount. 

A motion to approve the 
agreement was made by Board 
Member Jeff Sams and passed 
with Junior Cecil, Paula Key and 
Goldie Stonecipher all voting yes 
and board member Kevin Mar¬ 
cum voting no. 

The board then voted unani¬ 
mously to approve a Student 
Teacher Agreement with the 
University of the Cumberlands 
for the current school term. 

The board then approved four 
separate overnight trips for stu¬ 
dents, as follows: to Washing¬ 
ton D.C. and New York City for 
gifted and talented students from 
March 26-30, 2015 and to the 
Kentucky Science Center in Lou¬ 
isville next March 20 (those trips 
are self-funded at student ex¬ 
pense); for selected band mem¬ 
bers from CCHS to Lee Uni¬ 
versity in Cleveland, Tennessee 
November 13-15; and, the Cross 
Country team to Elizabethtown 
for the Regional Competition 
October 31. If anyone advances 
to the state competition, they will 
need to stay in Lexington on No¬ 
vember 7. 

Superintendent Bernard then 
gave the monthly attendance 
report for the second month of 
school. Overall for the school 
year, attendance is down by 
about three-tenths of a percent, 
from 95.5 a year ago to 95.2 this 
year. Bernard attributed most 
of the decrease to health issues, 
such as viruses and so forth and 
hopes the attendance rates will 


increase next month. 

Also, under the superinten¬ 
dent’s monthly report, she said 
the district has been evaluating 
and working on the latest test 
assessment figures released for 
the district, saying the primary 
work now is intervention in areas 
where improvement is needed. 
She also commended Albany El¬ 
ementary and the high school for 
being named proficient schools 
and noted that the staff at the 
middle school was working 
hard to improve in the areas in 
which it was deficient and looks 
forward to all three schools be¬ 
ing named proficient after next 
spring’s testing. 

After approving the agenda as 
presented, the 25-minute meet¬ 
ing was adjourned. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation is scheduled for Novem¬ 
ber 10 at 5 p.m. at the Central 
Office board room and is open to 
the public.

“There were plays we’ve run 
all year and were successful at 
them that just weren’t executed 
the right way,” Miller said. “Fun¬ 
damentally we are not very sound 
right now. We are going to work 
fundamentals this week and next 
week and try and get back on 
track. We’ve had so many mental 
mistakes that it’s just killing us.” 

One thing Miller said he has 
preached to his players about is 
making the “for sure” hit and not 
trying to hit the other team as 
hard as they can. 

“When you have a good elu¬ 
sive back, they are not going to 
take a big hit. They are going to 
shift at the last second,” Miller 
said. “Sometimes they will leave 
you hugging air. The big plays 
and the big hits will come. Right 
now we just need to be funda¬ 
mentally sound.” 


Miller said the Bulldogs only 
had one turnover Friday night 
against Clay County. 

“Once you get down a little 
bit, our guys kind of get down 
and we’ve talked about that,” 
Miller said. “We talked about be¬ 
lieving in themselves today and 
hopefully that will carry them the 
last couple of weeks of the sea¬ 
son.” 

With the week off due to fall 
break and the Foothills Festival 
starting Thursday night, Miller 
said his team will get some much 
needed time off. 

“We will start working hard 
and go full contact on Monday,” 
Miller said. “I told the seniors 
that they had five days of practice 
in pad for the rest of their life and 
I think that kind of hit home with 
them a little. Hopefully those 
three seniors will be ready to go. 
I told them to have a good time, 
but work your hind-end off. They 
all three responded really well to 
that.” 

After fall break, Clinton 
County will host Clay County, 
Tennessee, for its final home 
game of the season. That game is 
scheduled for a 7 p.m. kick off on 
October 24. 

The final game of the 2014 
season is scheduled for Friday, 
October 31, at Jackson County, 
however, Coach Miller said 
Jackson County has requested 
the game be moved to Thurs¬ 
day night, October 30. There is 
no word as of press deadline if 
the game has been rescheduled, 
but there is a good possibility it 
could be.

moved, was discovered under¬ 
neath an unoccupied trailer in 
south Albany on Cody Lane be¬ 
hind Lee’s Famous Recipe on the 
afternoon of Saturday, October 
26. 

Police said at the time, some 
people who were putting a roof 
on a nearby building saw the 
body under the trailer and called 
911 Dispatch. 

The victim, according to po¬ 
lice, may have died a day or two 
before his body was discovered. 

Preliminary autopsy results 
indicate the cause of death was 
multiple stab wounds to his up¬ 
per body. 

The lead investigator in the 
case is KSP Detective Ricky 
Brooks who was assisted at the 
scene by Albany Police Depart¬ 
ment, as officers from the APD 
were the first to arrive on the 
scene after the 911 call. 

The original trial had been 
scheduled for this month, but 
during a motion hour on August 
14, Judge Williams granted a 
continuance for both defendants, 
apparently to await test results 
related to the case. 

Thompson is being repre¬ 
sented by Brad Shuffett, a pub¬ 
lic advocate attorney and Byler 
is being represented by Monti- 
cello attorney Thomas Carroll. 
The case is being prosecuted by 
Commonwealth Attorney Jesse 
Stockton.

The Clinton County Grand 
Jury convened and the monthly 
term of Clinton Circuit Court 
was held last Thursday, October 
9 with Judge David L. Williams 
presiding over a heavy court 
calendar. The true bills handed 
down by the grand jury were also 
heard in open circuit court during 
the session. 

— Grand Jury: The grand jury 
returned the following indict¬ 
ments last week: 

* The alleged offenses of rape 
first degree; unlawful transaction 
with a minor; and two counts of 
persistent felony offender against 
Robert Waid, when on or about 
August 6, the defendant, being 
over 21 years of age, engaged in 
sexual intercourse with a minor 
less than age 16, and engaged in 
sexual activity with a minor un¬ 
der 16 and committed the offens¬ 
es after having been found guilty 
of a prior felony offense within 
the last five years. 

* The alleged offenses of bur¬ 
glary third degree; assault fourth 
degree; wanton endangerment 
first degree; and two counts 
of persistent felony offender 
against Brian Shane Burchett, 
when on or about August 14, the 
defendant entered or remained 
unlawfully in the residence of 
Clifton Groce, Jr. with the intent 
to commit a crime; caused physi¬ 
cal injury and manifesting ex¬ 
treme indifference to human life, 
wantonly engaged in conduct by 
forcefully pushing open a door 
while a minor child five years of 
age was peering through a win¬ 
dow, throwing the child to the 
floor, and committed the offenses 
after having been convicted of a 
prior felony offense within the 
past five years. 

* The alleged offense of bur¬ 
glary second degree against 
William Pate, when on or about 
September 11, defendant entered 
or remained unlawfully in the 
dwelling belonging to Crystal 
Barlow with the intent to commit

(Editor’s Note: An indictment 
is a statement of probable cause 
to believe an offense has been 
committed and further court 
proceedings are warranted. Indi¬ 
viduals named in an indictment 
are presumed innocent unless 
proven guilty in court.) 

— Circuit Court: The October 
term of Clinton Circuit Court was 
held last Thursday before Judge 
David L. Williams. The follow¬ 
ing are cases in which some type 
of resolutions or rulings were 
made and/or trial dates set. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jim¬ 
my Smith, pursuant to a motion 
to revoke the defendant’s pretrial 
diversion, heard on September 
11 and sustained by the court. 

The defendant was found 
guilty of receiving stolen proper¬ 
ty under $10,000 and a sentence 
of three years was imposed. The 
court ordered he serve the bal¬ 
ance of the sentence and receive 
credit for any jail time served. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Mar¬ 
cus Wayne Booher, pursuant to 
a plea agreement effectuated on 
September 11. 

The defendant was found 
guilty of tampering with physical 
evidence with a five-year sen¬ 
tence imposed. Pursuant to the 
recommendation by the Com¬ 
monwealth, he will serve 100 
days with the balance probated 
for five years with supervision. 
Further, upon a plea of guilty to 
menacing under a separate in¬ 
dictment, the defendant will pay 
a fine and court costs of $235 
within 90 days and will be as¬ 
sessed for the Clinton County 
Drug Court program. Under 
terms of the plea, the following 
charges were dismissed: disor¬ 
derly conduct, promoting contra¬ 
band, assault second degree and 
persistent felony offender second 
degree. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Josh¬ 
ua Crawford, pursuant to a plea 
agreement effectuated on Sep¬ 
tember 11. 

The defendant pled guilty 
to wanton endangerment first 
degree and persistent felony of¬ 
fender second degree with a 
seven and one-half year sen¬ 
tence imposed. Pursuant to the 
agreement, the sentence will be 
probated for five years with su¬ 
pervision and receive credit for 
any time served. The following 
charges were dismissed: public 
intoxication and two counts of 
fourth degree assault. 

* Sentencing was held in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Harold Race, pursuant to a plea 
agreement effectuated on Sep¬ 
tember 11. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
flagrant nonsupport and a five- 
year sentence was imposed, pro¬ 
bated for five years with super¬ 
vision, with the defendant to pay 
child support as outlined in the 
agreement. The defendant will 
serve six months and have credit 
for time served. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Stephen M. Bell, charged with 
criminal mischief, criminal tres¬ 
pass, theft by unlawful taking or 
disposition and three counts of 
second degree persistent felony 
offender, the defendant acknowl¬ 
edged he violated the conditions 
of his probation and the court 
granted the motion to revoke. 
He will receive credit for any jail 
time served. 

* During sentencing, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Wil¬ 
liam Pate, charged with first de¬ 
gree assault, the court declined 
to accept the plea offered by the 
Commonwealth and scheduled a 


pretrial conference for Novem¬ 
ber 13. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jer¬ 
emy Adam York, charged with 
disorderly conduct, wanton en¬ 
dangerment and persistent felony 
offender second degree, the court 
overruled a defense motion for 
shock probation. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Rich¬ 
ard Luttrell, charged with bur¬ 
glary second degree, assault sec¬ 
ond degree and persistent felony 
offender second degree, the court 
overruled a defense motion for 
shock probation. 

* During arraignment, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jim¬ 
my Simmons, charged with five 
counts of theft by failure to make 
required disposition, the defen¬ 
dant entered a plea of not guilty 
and a trial date of February 16 
and 17, 2015 was scheduled with 
a pretrial conference on Decem¬ 
ber 11. 

* During arraignment, in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Nicholas V. Cash, the defendant 
entered a plea of not guilty and a 
trial date of January 6, 2015 was 
scheduled with a pretrial confer¬ 
ence on November 13. 

* During arraignment, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jesse 
Phillips, charged with burglary 
third degree, criminal mischief 
first degree and two counts of 
theft by unlawful taking (auto), 
the defendant entered a plea of 
not guilty and a trial date of Feb¬ 
ruary 16, 2015 was scheduled 
and a pretrial conference is set 
for December 11. 

(Note: Several other defen¬ 
dants appeared for arraignment 
on charges, all entering pleas of 
not guilty, with no trial dates set, 
but pretrial conferences only be¬ 
ing scheduled.) 

* During a pretrial confer¬ 
ence, in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Christopher C. Ayers, 
charged with sexual abuse first 
degree, the trial scheduled for 
November 12 was continued and 
a pretrial conference is set for 
November 13. 

* During a review (to see if 
he has paid $405) in the case of 
Commonwealth vs. Patrick Eller, 
originally charged with promot¬ 
ing contraband, assault third de¬ 
gree, possession of marijuana, 
disorderly conduct and fleeing or 
evading police, the court issued a 
criminal summons requiring the 
defendant to be present in court 
on November 13. 

* During a revocation hear¬ 
ing, in the case of Common¬ 
wealth vs. Johnnie Kenneth Du¬ 
vall, Jr., charged with flagrant 
nonsupport, the defendant did 
not appear and he will be placed 
in NCIC. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Karla Renee Thurman, charged 
with possession of a controlled 
substance and drug parapherna¬ 
lia, the defendant did not appear 
and an arrest warrant was issued 
with the court stipulating that the 
defendant be drug tested at the 
time of incarceration. 

* During a revocation hearing 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Tony Fowhorn, originally 
charged with theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking and criminal trespass, 
the Commonwealth withdrew its 
motion to revoke. 

Several other cases were 
heard by the court and contin¬ 
ued for various reasons, with 
some defendants having pretrial 
conferences scheduled and some 
were not transported from out- 
of-county facilities on the sched¬ 
uled court date. 

The next sessions of both the 
Clinton County Grand Jury and 
Circuit Court are schedule for 
Thursday, November 13 at 9 a.m.

OPEC states declare oil embargo 
October 17,1973 

The Organization of the Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) implements what it calls “oil d 
plomacy” on this day in 1973: It prohibits any nation that had supported Israel in its “Yom Kippur Wa: 
with Egypt, Syria and Jordan from buying any of the oil it sells. The ensuing energy crisis marked tl 
end of the era of cheap gasoline and caused the share value of the New York Stock Exchange to drop I 
$97 billion. This, in turn, ushered in one of the worst recessions the United States had ever seen. 

In the middle of 1973, even before the OPEC embargo, an American oil crisis was on the horizo: 
Domestic reserves were low (about 52 billion barrels, a 10-year supply); the United States was importir 
about 27 percent of the crude petroleum it needed every year; and gasoline prices were rising. The 191 
war with Israel made things even worse. OPEC announced that it would punish Israel’s allies by imp! 
menting production cuts of five percent a month until that nation withdrew from the occupied territory 
and restored the rights of the Palestinians. It also declared that the true “enemies” of the Arab cause ( 
practice, this turned out to mean the United States and the Netherlands) would be subject to an indefini 
“total embargo.” Traditionally, per-barrel prices had been set by the oil companies themselves, but 
December, OPEC announced that from then on, its members would set their own prices on the petroleu 
they exported. As a result, the price of a barrel of oil went up to $11.65, 130 percent higher than it hz 
been in October and 387 percent higher than it had been the year before. 

Domestic oil prices increased too, but shortages persisted. People waited for hours in long lin< 
at gas stations—at some New Jersey pumps, lines were four miles long!—and by the time the embar^ 
ended in March 1974, the average retail price of gas had climbed to 84 cents per gallon from 38 cen 
per gallon. Sales of smaller, more fuel-efficient cars skyrocketed. At the same time, declining demar 
for the big, heavy gas-guzzlers that most American car companies were producing spelled disaster f< 
the domestic auto industry. 

Mason and Dixon draw a line 
October 18,1767 

On this day in 1767, Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dixon complete their survey of the boundai 
between the colonies of Pennsylvania and Maryland as well as areas that would eventually becon 
the states of Delaware and West Virginia. The Penn and Calvert families had hired Mason and Dixo 
English surveyors, to settle their dispute over the boundary between their two proprietary colonie 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 

In 1760, tired of border violence between the colonies’ settlers, the British crown demanded th 
the parties involved hold to an agreement reached in 1732. As part of Maryland and Pennsylvania 
adherence to this royal command, Mason and Dixon were asked to determine the exact whereabouts < 
the boundary between the two colonies. Though both colonies claimed the area between the 39th ar 
40th parallel, what is now referred to as the Mason-Dixon line finally settled the boundary at a northei 
latitude of 39 degrees and 43 minutes. The line was marked using stones, with Pennsylvania’s crest c 
one side and Maryland’s on the other. 

When Mason and Dixon began their endeavor in 1763, colonists were protesting the Proclamation 
of 1763, which was intended to prevent colonists from settling beyond the Appalachians and angering 
Native Americans. As the Britons concluded their survey in 1767, the colonies were engaged in a dispute 
with the Parliament over the Townshend Acts, which were designed to raise revenue for the empire by 
taxing common imports including tea. 

Twenty years later, in late 1700s, the states south of the Mason-Dixon line would begin arguing 
for the perpetuation of slavery in the new United States while those north of line hoped to phase out 
the ownership of human chattel. This period, which historians consider the era of “The New Republic,” 
drew to a close with the Missouri Compromise of 1820, which accepted the states south of the line as 
slave-holding and those north of the line as free. The compromise, along with those that followed it, 
eventually failed. 

One hundred years after Mason and Dixon began their effort to chart the boundary, soldiers from op¬ 
posite sides of the line let their blood stain the fields of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, in the Southern states’ 
final and fatal attempt to breach the Mason-Dixon line during the Civil War. One hundred and one years 
after the Britons completed their line, the United States finally admitted men of any complexion born 
within the nation to the rights of citizenship with the ratification of the 14th Amendment.

Burley poundage for state is put at 378 million 

Kentucky’s 1954 burley tobacco crop will be only about 19,000,000 pounds less than last year’s, 
the United States Department of Agriculture predicted. 

Basing its forcast on condition of the crop as of October 1 the Department said Kentucky’s crop 
would total about 378,000,000 pounds, as compared with last year’s harvest of 388,600,000. 

In contrast, however, production is up sharply in some states. The Department predicted an increase 
of nearly 4,000,000 pounds in Virginia, from 20,400,000 last year to 24,320,000 pounds this year. 

Tennessee, the Department reported, will produce 99,900,000 pounds, slightly less than its 
102,620,000 pounds last year. 

The burley tobacco crop in all states was estimated at 566,000,000 pounds, about the same as fore¬ 
cast a month earlier, and compared with production last year of 570,000,000.

The bull charged at him at close 
range, got him down, and was goring him when Mr. Groce’s quick thinking and good luck enabled him 
to get hold on the ring in the bull’s nose.
